There will be a formidable American 


force ready to advance upr.n the Porto 
Rlcan capital when the troops under 
General Henry form a junction with 
those under General Schwan at Areolbo, 
It Is probable that m-uch of the artillery 
to bo used in the siege ot San Juan will 
be sent to Areclbo by transport and tak- 
en from .there to San Juan by rail.

Amendment Number Seven. 


(Being Assembly Constitutional Amend- 


ment No. 340 


A resolution to propose to the people 


of the State of California an amendment 
to section two of article .'our of the Con- 
stitution, in relation to sessions of the 
Legislature, by -which it Is proposed to 
amend said section to read as follows: 
Section 2. The sessions ot: tho Legisla- 


ture shall commence at twelve o'clock 
meridian on the first Monday nfter the 
nrst day of January next succeeding the 
election of its members, and shall be bi- 
ennial unless the Governor shall In ihe in- 
terim convene the Legislature by procla- 
mation. Tho Legislature shall then re- 
main 
Ln session for twenty-live days, 


after which it must adjourn to some dato 
not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days from the timo of adjournment. If 
the two houses fall to agree upon a time 
at which they will resume their session, 
the Governor shall, by proclamation, ilx 
a date for such reconvening, which shall 
ba within the limits above prescribed. 
Upon re-assembling, the Legislature shall 
complete He session.
